Legislators Hurry Bill for Final Ver- 


dict by President Tonight, to 


Clear Way for Holiday 


Recess. 


Washington, Dec. 22.—The adminis- 
tration currency bill in its final form 
was reported to both houses of con- 
gress today to be written into lav/. 
The members of the conference com- 
mittee which labored until dawn this 
morning threshing out the differences 
between the two houses, presented a 
perfected 
measure which 
followed 
closely the lines laid down by Presi- 
dent Wilson in his demands for cur- 
rency reform. 


Work Hurried. 
A general desire among legislators 
to get away from Washington for the 
Christmas holidays resulted in a pro- 
gram calculated by democratic leaders 
to place the bill before the president 
for his signature tonight and to clear 
the way for an immediate recess. In 
the house procedure called for setting 
aside of the rules in order that the 
conference report might not be forced 
to lay over for a day to be printed. 
In the senate the leaders endeavored 
to smooth away the obstacles, chief of 
which was an insipient protest by the 
supporters of the provision for an in- 
surance of bank deposits which was 
stricken out of the bill in conference. 
Practically Agrees. 
The conferres agreed on practically 
all of tiie fundamentals of the meas- 


. ur as it passed the senate, including 
the provision that not less than eight 
nor more than twelve regional banks 
should be created. 
The reserve re- 
quirements for banks entering the sys- 
tem, which had been slightly let down 
by the senate, were strengthened in 
conference, an amendment allowing 
the use of the present bank notes and 
the proposed new 
federal 
reserve 
notes in bank reserves being stricken 
out. In order to make the change the 
house conferees called in Representa- 
tive Bulkley of Ohio, a member of the 
house banking committee, who made 
an extended argument to show that 
the provision was unnecessary. 
One Change. 
The last long drawn-out struggle of 
the conference resulted from the ad- 
ministration's determination that the 
comptroller of the currency should be 
given a place'on the federal reserve 
board which will control the new sys- 
tem. 
The 
senate 
conferees 
were 
evenly divided on this 
proposition, 
three senators joining with the house 
members 
of 
the 
committee 
In 
supporting the administration's 
con- 
tention. It was nearly daylight when 
a single shifting vote brought the con- 
ference to a close. 


Adopt Amendment. 
The conference accepted the senate 
amendment 
increasing the gold re- 
serve behind the new notes to be is- 
sued from 33% per cent, as fixed in 
the house bill, to 40 per cent, with a 
graduated tax on depletion as arrang- 
ed in the senate. It was understood 
that President Wilson and Secretary 
of the Treasury McAdoo let the con- 
ferees know that they favored the in- 
crease. 


Compromise. 
A compromise plan for retiring the 
2 per ceni bonds on which the present 
currency is based was written into the 
bill by the conferences. 
Under the 
plan $36,000,000 worth of these bonds 
ivill be purchased each year, beginning 
two years after the system is placed

tions and private schools and colleges 
asking for explanations of her 'system. 
She has prepared the following article 
explaining the work: 
Four years ago when a 
woman s 
ime was given wholly to the exten- 
sion of such lines of college work as 
the womankind of the state could de- 
sire, one of the first demands was tor 
such training in cookery and sewing 
as could be carried on by correspond- 
ence. Accordingly, the Girls' Home 
Economics Club work came in exist- 
ence. 
The first year's work was a 
'ailure, not because the girls were 
lot eager to organize clubs, but be- 
cause the material to be used by these 
;;lubs was not prepared. Consequently 
my first summer was spent in pre- 
paring a course in simple lessons in 
ewing and another in cookery. With 
his material to distribute, the work 
vas arranged under a systematc plan 
md from the beginning of the second 
ear has prospered. 
The plan by -which these clubs are 
onducted is as follows: 
Wherever 
here is a group of girls who wish to 
ake a series of lessons regularly, a 
lub 
is organized. Wherever 
it is 
ossible, 
these 
clubs are affiliated 
vith high schools and we find that as 
i rule, teachers make the best leaders 
or the clubs, though occasionally, we 
lave a woman who is a superintend- 
mt's wife or a minister's wife or Sun- 
lay School teacher or a house wife 
vho has a real interest in girls. 
Plan Their Work. 
The clubs 
meet 
usually once a 
veek. Reports of what the students 
lave accomplished at their homes dur- 
ng the preceding week, are read and 
iscussed, the students igiving their 
wn experiences. Work is then plan- 
ed for the ensuing week. These fu- 
ure lessons may be worked out in one 
)f several ways. In some of the clubs 
he theory of the lesson is explained 
y the leader, or by the pupils, and 
hen demonstrations are either given 
y the teacher alone or by several of 
he 
students.

New York, Dec. 22.—Coroner's fig- 
res show that the number o£ deaths 
n this city caused by automobiles has 
isen from 37 in 1907 to 177 for eleven 
B oaths of 1913.

IMPORTING ARGENTINE CORN. 
It will come as a surprise to not 


merely the agricultural, but to the 
business forces of America to learn 
that corn grown in Argentine has 
during the past two months been im- 
ported into Texas through Galveston. 
In a letter regarding this importa- 
tion, the Wichita Mill and Elevator 
company . of Michita Falls, 
Texas, 


make the following statements: 


"The mportation of Argentine corn 


is made possible because of the un- 
usual corn shortage and the resulting 
high domestic prices in some por- 
tions of the United States. In addi- 
tion the removal of the tariff of fif- 
teen cents per bushel of fifty-six 
pounds, has had its influence in con- 
nection -with this new feature of im- 
portation. Corn is now admitted duty 
free and as the price of domestic corn 
was so much above the world's mar- 
ket price, the importation from Ar- 
gentine resulted. 
We found it possi- 


ble to buy this corn in Argentine and 
ship to Galveston, and from that port 
as well as from various other gulf 
and Atlantic ports, it can be dis- 
tributed for from 200 to 300 miles in- 
land, depending somewhat on the lo- 
cal rates from the ports to destina- 
tion. However, there is not sufficient 
of this corn to materially affect the 
prices in the United States, for it was 
estimated that Argentine only had 
about 15,000,000 to 18,000,000 bushels 
surplus.- a very large portion of which 
•will probably go t'o the continental 
section of Europe. However, some of 
it will go to .the , various Atlantic 
ports for distribution." 


Argentine beef is also being freely 


imported and between the corn and 
the beef the farmer is likely to feel 
the effects of free trade.

Dealers are receiving early crops, 
which have been fairly well cured and 
which are in shape (or handling but 
the medium late and late crops which 
were stripped during the recent cas- 
ing spell are still causing no end of 
trouble. 
The stalks on late tobacco 
which is still hanging are till thick 
and juicy and need freezing weather 
before they will be in shape to take 
from the poles. In some cases where 
these crops have already been stripped 
it has been found necessary to open 
the bundles, tie the damp tobacco in 
hands and hang them up to dry, work 
requiring much care and patience, but 
necessary if the crop was to be saved 
at all. 


One dealer in speaking of the situa- 
tion said: "The 1913 crop of Wiscon- 
sin tobacco is exceptionally good, it 
is worth every cent that the buyers 
paid for it, but the weather conditions 
have been against its being handled 
and in consequence it will be late in 
delivery. 
The 
buyers 
and growers 
realize this. 
Buyers have told the 
growers to allow 
their 
tobacco to 
hang in the sheds until good freezing 
weather permits the stalks to dry out 
thoroughly and the butts to become 
hard. At present these butts are soft 
and full of juice.

CANNED SALMON. 


Not all of us are able to have the 


fresh fish on our tables, but anybody 
•with a small amount of money can pro- 
vide It, canned, for any season of the 
year. If it is desired to serve salmon 
as a fish course, plunge the can into 
boiling water and let it 
remain 
for 


about fifteen minutes, or until 
well 


heated through. 
Open and turn out 


on a hot platter, garnish with parsley 
and serve with Hollandarse sauce. 


Hollandarse Sauce. — Beat a half cup 


of butter to a cream, add slowly the 
yolks of three eggs and the juice of a 
lemon, season with a dash of cayenne 
and half a teaspoon of salt. Cook in 
a double boiler, stirring all the time 
until it is like a thick 
custard. Be 


careful not to overcook or the sauce 
will be ruined. 


A very pretty way to serve salmon 


as a lunc'.ieon dish is to steam it in a 
small bread pan, mixing a half cup of 
crumbs, seasoning and an egg to make 
It mold well; unmold on a platter and 
surround with peas. 


Another good supper or 
luncheon 


dish is this: Arrange tbe fish, flaked 
and heaped in a dainty pile (having 
bones and skin removed) in the cen- 
ter of a chop plate, or platter, sur- 
round it with potato, seasoned and put 
through a ricer, and around tbe potato 
a thick white sauce. Keep hot in the 
oven and serve piping hot. The dish 
may be set into a dripping pan of hot 
water to keep hot. 


Salmon 
Chowder. — Chop 
coarsely 


and brown together in a saucepan, a 
fourth of a pound of salt pork and one 
onion. Add a pint of raw potatoes, 
chopped or cut in dice, which have 
stood half an hour in cold water. Sea- 
son and cover with boiling water, sim- 
mer for half an hour. Then add a 
can of salmon, drained and 
flaked, 


two or three broken crackers and a 
p:nt of scalded milk or thin cream. 
One may vary the flavor by adding a 
chopped green pepper or a can of to- 
matoes. 


Salmon Croquettes. — Make a custard 


of a pint of milk, two eggs and a tea- 
spoonful of salt, cook in a double boil- 
er until it thickens. 
Remove the oil, 


sckin and bones from a can of sal- 
mon, flake it and add a few bread 
crumbs and some of the white sauce 
to make it easy to roll into croquettes. 
Dip in egg and crumbs and fry in deep 
fat.
